If  you  find  such  entertainment 
appealing,  the  1974  Purdue- 
Calumet  Carnival  is  the  place  for 
you. 

It  is  scheduled  for  September  4- 
8  in  the  Purdue  parking  lot,  north 
of  173rd  Street. 

This  year's  Carnival  features 
eleven  rides  and  fourteen  game 
booths  which  will  be  managed  by 
members  of  various  campus 
organizations,  according  to  Mike 
Kovach  of  the  Student  Activities 


Bureau,  sponsor  of  the  event. 

This  past  spring  a  Las  Vegas 
Weekend  replaced  the  Carnival 
as  the  annual  campus  fund¬ 
raising  venture. 

“While  Las  Vegas  was 
successful,"  said  Kovach, 
"S.A.B.  members  felt  it  did  not 
have  the  general  community 
appeal  that  a  carnival  does. 

“You  could  really  say  the 
Carnival  was  brought  back  by 
popular  demand." 

This  will  be  the  first  major 
S.A.B.  activity  of  the  year. 

“We  hope  that  it  will  be  a  sort 
of  welcoming  event  for  all  the 
new  PUCC  students  as  well  as  a 
final  summer  fling  for  the  rest  of 


the  community,  "  Kovach  said. 

The  Carnival  will  open  at6  p.m. 
on  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and 
Friday,  and  at  1  p.m.  on  the 
weekend. 

Among  those  PUCC  groups 
taking  part  are  the  Greek 
organizations:  Sigma  Kappa, 
Theta  Phi  Alpha,  Phi  Sigma 
Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Theta  and 
their  Little  Sister  organizations. 

Also  participating  are  the 
Purdue  Calumet  Athletic 
Association,  the  Astron, 
S.C.O.P.E.,  Student  Education 
Association,  and  the  Computer 
Club,  Women's  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Club,  and  the  Purdue 
Alumni  Association. 


This  semester  students  may 
find  that  they  have  more 
academic  freedom  in  choosing 
their  classes.  This  action  is  a 
result  of  the  academic  autonomy 
which  Purdue  Calumet  received 
as  of  last  July  1st.  Autonomy 
means  that  PUCC  will  have 
greater  self-governance  powers 
in  academic,  administrative  and 
other  areas.  As  of  the  above  date 
the  Chancellor  (changed  from 
Dean)  will  report  directly  to 
President  Arthur  Hansen  in 
Lafayette,  instead  of  the 
Regional  Campus  Ad¬ 
ministration. 

With  autonomy  the  trustees 
approved  two  new-  schools  at  the 
campus  and  appointed  deans  to 
administer  them. 

Dr.  Richard  Gonzales, 
professor  of  electrical 
engineering,  becomes  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Basic  and  Applied 
Sciences. 

Dr.  Alfred  D.  Sander,  professor 
of  history,  was  named  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Humanities, 
Education,  and  Social  Science. 

The  School  of  Basic  and  Ap¬ 
plied  Sciences  includes  programs 
in  engineering,  nursing, 
technology,  industrial 
management,  and  various 
sciences  —  chemistry,  physics, 
mathematics  and  biology. 

The  other  school  will  consist  of 
English,  psychology,  sociology, 
education,  history,  com¬ 
munication,  political  science  and 
home  economics. 

These  two  schools,  along  with 
the  community  college,  make  up 
PUCC.  The  community  college 
was  formed  several  years  ago. 


Its  open  admissions  policy  fits 
those  students  whose  educational 
needs  do  not  follow  those  of  the 
typical  college  student  or  whose 
educational  goals  are  unclear. 
Assistant  Dean  Jose  A.  Morales 
was  named  Dean  of  Community 
College. 

Other  autonomy  action  in¬ 
cludes: 

Titles  of  top  administrative 
officers  were  changed  in  view  of 
their  increased  responsibilities. 
See  section  elsewhere  on  this 
page  for  list.  The  new  position  of 
dean  for  community  services, 
given  to  Dr.  John  W.  Mybeck,  will 
uncorporate  such  existing  areas 
as  office  of  continuing  education 
and  the  urban  development  In¬ 
stitute. 

— Procedures  were  established 
for  academic  welfare  of  students 
who  move  between  Purdue 
University  campuses.  Students 
earning  credit  at  one  campus 
may  have  the  credit  transferred 
to  another  campus. 

— The  Calumet  Campus  faculty 
will  control  and  develop  all 
associate  and  baccalaureate 
degree  programs  offered  at 
this  campus. 

— Academic  matters  relating  to 
the  Calumet  Campus  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  its  own  faculty. 
Local  faculty  will  monitor  such 
concerns  as  degree 
requirements,  course  approval, 
program  development  and 
grading  standards. 

— Faculty  appointments  will 
still  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  Lafayette  upon 
recommendation  by  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  in  these  matters. 


The  Search  Is  On

Purdue  President  Arthur  G. 
Hansen  has  appointed  an  11- 
member  Selection  Advisory 
^  Committee  to  search  for  a  new 
Chancellor  for  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus.  The  ap¬ 
pointment  of  this  committee  was 
announced  June  19  by  President 
Hansen  at  a  news  conference  held 
at  PUCC  for  representatives  of 
area  news  media. 

According  to  Professor  Joyce 
A.  Ellis,  secretary  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  head  of  the  Dept,  of 
j  Nursing,  a  few  applications  have 
already  been  received,  even 
though  officially  the  advertising 
will  not  begin  until  September 
and  October.  Advertising  will 
include  ads  in  the  Chronical  of 
Higher  Education,  The  New 
York  Times,  The  Christian 
Science  Monitor,  and  the 
Washington  Post.  Also,  letters 
will  be  sent  to  chancellors  of  200 
selected  institutes.  The  letters 
will  include  information  on  the 


Purdue  Calumet  Campus. 

Prof.  Ellis  also  explained  the 
procedure  for  selecting  can¬ 
didates.  First,  a  letter  must  be 
sent  to  her  suggesting  a  can¬ 
didate.  Then  Prof.  Ellis  sends  a 
letter  to  this  person  asking  for  a 
professional  resume'.  When  she 
receives  the  resume'  and  any 
other  necessary  information,  that 
candidate  is  placed  before  the 
Search  Committee.  Finally,  after 
all  the  applications  are  in,  about 
3-5  candidates  will  be  selected  by 
the  Search  Committee.  Then  the 
final  decision  will  be  made  by 
President  Hansen. 

The  deadline  for  suggesting 
someone  for  Chancellor  is 
November  15.  The  committee 
hopes  to  have  the  names  ready 
for  President  Hansen  by  January 
if  possible. 

Prof.  Ellis  also  stated,  "We 
would  like  to  see  some  student 
input  in  the  selection  of  the  new 
chancellor.  Certainly  if  there  is 
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someone  who  the  students  feel  is 
qualified,  then  they  should 
suggest  his  or  her  name.  But  the 
student  should  contact  the  person 
before  submitting  their  name  to 
make  sure  the  person  approves." 

Other  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  include  Dr.  Charles  H. 
Lawshe  who  served  as  committee 
chairman  until  his  retirement 
June  30.  Named  committee  vice 
chairman  to  succeed  Lawshe  was 
Prof.  G.  Walter  Bergren,  ad¬ 
ministrative  dean  for  regional 
campuses. 

Eight  members  of  the  Calumet 
Campus  faculty  and  staff,  and 
one  student  were  also  appointed 
to  the  committee  by  President 
Hansen.  He  chose  them  from 
among  25  persons  nominated  by 
the  faculty,  administrative  staff 
members  and  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs.  They  include  Dr. 
Jack  E.  Forbes,  professor  of 
mathematics;  Prof.  Charles  R. 
Hutton,  professor  architectural 
technology;  Dr.  Jean  E.  Prebis, 


assistant  professor  of 
psychology;  and  Dr.  Norman  L. 
Trusty,  associate  professor  of 
history  and  former  section 
chairman  of  the  Dept,  of  History. 

Also  on  the  committee  are 
Prof.  Jose  A.  Morales,  Dean  of 
the  Community  College;  Prof. 
Leonard  L.  Perkins,  Dean  of 
Students;  and  Navy  E.  Banvard, 
purchasing  manager. 

Purdue  Calumet  students  will 
be  represented  on  the  committee 
by  Mrs.  Carol  S.  Soden,  senior 
majoring  in  English. 

The  Committee  will  hold  its 
third  meeting  Sept.  15,  and  meet 
with  President  Hansen  on  Oct.  29 
to  discuss  the  committee's 
progress  to  that  date.

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Improving  The  Quality  Of  Life

So  you've  decided  to  continue 
your  formal  education?  Whether 
you're  a  new  student  or  a 
returning  "pro",  your  decision's 
an  extremely  important  one. 
Your  decision  says  that  you  want 
something  more  than  just  schooi 
and  maybe  a  degree.  In 
becoming  part  of  the  world  of 
PUCC,  you're  saying  you  want  to 
get  something  gut  of  life.  It's  not 
unrealistic  to  want  to  live  a  self- 
fulfilling,  creative,  and 
emotionally-satisfying  life. 
However,  it  would  be  unrealistic 
to  expect  a  totally  hassle-free 
road  to  achieving  this  want. 

Today's  college  student  can 
expect  to  be  confronted  with 
increased  demands  and 
pressures  in  pursuing 
educational  goals.  There  is  a 
variety  of  concerns,  ranging 
from  personal  and  social 
problems  to  academic  and  career 
choice  difficulties,  that  a  college 


student  might  have  to  deal  with. 
The  Counseling  Center  was 
established  at  PUCC  to  assist 
students  in  solving  such  problems 
and  in  coping  with  situations  that 
may  have  a  detrimental  effect  on 
their  achieving  completely  their 
educational  objectives.  The 
central  focus  of  the  Center  is  on 
self-discovery  and  the  growth  of 
the  individual  student.  The  Coun¬ 
seling  Center  offers  numerous 
counseling  and  testing  services 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
widely  diverse  student 
population.  The  services  include 
the  following: 

l)  Personal  and  Social  coun¬ 
seling  which  emphasizes  the 
emotional  adjustment  of  the 
individual  in  matters  such  as 
finances,  health,  dating,  drugs, 
abortion,  marriage,  family 
relationships,  social  relation¬ 
ships  and  adjustment  to  the 
college  environment.  Counselors 
work  with  individuals  by  helping 


each  person  to  learn  about 
himself,  particularly  the  af¬ 
fective  emotional  processes  and 
then  to  apply  this  awareness  to 
the  total  context  of  his  daily 
living. 

2)  Vocational  counseling  where 
counselors  assist  students  in 
making  a  thorough  self-appraisal 
of  interests,  abilities,  aptitudes 
and  personality  traits  so  that  they 
may  utilize  this  information  in 
making  a  realistic  vocational 
choice.  Counselors  interpret  the 
date  from  objective  tests,  discuss 
possibilities  of  success  and  help 
the  student  work  through  the 
decision-making  process.  Again, 
the  focus  is  on  the  individual  and 
the  development  of  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  oneself. 

3)  Educational  counseling 
which  provides  assistance  to 
students  who  are  having 
academic  difficulties,  who  are 
indecisive  about  a  major,  or  who 
wish  information  on  their 


adaptability  to  selected 
programs  of  study. 

4)  Numerous  books,  pam¬ 
phlets,  tapes  and  materials 
(concerning  a  wide  variety  of 
topics)  are  available  for  student 
use.  A  comprehensive  library  of 
occupational  information,  college 
guides,  educational  information 
and  career  planning  materials  is 
also  available  and  students  are 
encouraged  to  use  these 
materials. 

In  addition  'to  these  services, 
the  Office  of  Veterans  Affairs 
operates  out  of  the  Counseling 
Center.  This  is  a  specialized 
veterans  counseling  service 
which  is  federally  funded  and 
provided  to  veterans  all  of  the 
previously  mentioned  services. 

All  of  the  above  services  are 
available  free  of  charge  to  PUCC 
students,  as  well  as  to  faculty  and 
staff.  All  such  individuals  are 
welcome  to  use  the  services  of  the 
Counseling  Center  if  they  feel  a

Wakeman  has 
split  from  Yes  now  and  will  do  a 
concert  tour  this  fall.  Mott  the 
Hoople's  The  Hoople  was  also 
good  as  they  keep  up  the  pace 
they  started  with  Mott.  Kim 
Simmons  and  Savoy  Brown's 
Boogie  Brothers  was  one  of  the 
best  all  time  rockaboogie  LP'S. 
Debut  albums  by  Fresh  Start, 
Stepson,  and  Thin  Lizzie  also 
showed  that  there  are  a  few 
bands  left  with  an  original  sound. 
Cat  Steven's  new  album  is  his 
best  since  Teaser  and  the 
Firecat.

We  have  traveled  the  hot  dusty 
roads  of  summer  to  come  to  the 
great  parking  lot  of  Purdue.  Our 
journey  has  been  one  of  hardship. 
Troubles  shared  by  the  mass 
populace.  What  problems?  Ho-Ho 
you  bicycle  rider  you!  Have  you 
not  heard  of  the  gasoline  shor¬ 
tage,  the  60  cent  a  gallon  regular, 
the  raised  insurance  rates,  the 
PCV  valve. ..ad  infinitum.  Now 
you  have  arrived  in  the  land  of 
signs  and  lines.  This  semester 
means  a  fresh  start  for 
everybody.  The  basic  intention  is 
to  simplify  the  procedure  and  to 
lower  the  cost  for  a  permit,  with 
the  high  volume  of  cars  per  day 
this  is  a  very  optimistic  ex¬ 
pectation.  Since  most  public 
transportation  has  left  the  area, 
we  are  very  dependent  on  our 
cars.  The  taking  of  just  a 
fewminutes  to  learn  the  parking 
procedure  will  save  you  much 
time  and  money.  You  CAN  DO 
this  and  the  department  will  help 
you. 

First  decide  what  type  of 
parking  you  want  to  use.  There  is 
free  parking  available  in  the  lot 
South  of  173rd  Street.  The  only 
requiement  is  to  register  your 
car.  Another  type  is  by  paid 


permit.  The  paid  areas  are  on 
both  the  north  and  south  sides  of 
the  campus  and  you  can  park  as 
close  to  the  buildings  as  space 
permits.  The  cost  of  a  paid 
permit  is  five  dollars  if  you  have  8 
credit  hours  or  less  and  ten 
dollars  if  you  have  9  credit  hours 
or  more.  The  third  type  of 
parking  is  the  meters.  This  is  by 
far  the  most  expensive  way  to 
park.  To  park  at  the  meters 
whether  you  have  a  permit  or  not, 
you  must  pay  at  a  rate  of  10  cents 
an  hour.  . 

I'm  sure  there  are  many 
questions  that  need  to  be  an¬ 
swered  and  the  best  advice  that  I 
can  give  is  to  not  listen  to  hear¬ 
say.  If  you  have  a  problem  with 
parking  ask  an  officer  or  come  to 
the  Office  of  Safety  and  Security. 
The  office  is  open  through  the 
week  from  8  A.M.  till  8:  P.M.  and 
information  and  maps  are 
available  at  no  cost  to  you. 

This  is  the  start  of  a  new  year 
and  though  sentimental  I  am  not, 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to 
thank  all  the  students  responsible 
for  the  award  bestowed  on  me.  I 
think  it's  a  great  honor  and  I  hope 
to  show  its  value  by  making  this 
column  a  big  CAN  DO  for 
everyone  here  at  Purdue.

For  the  last  four  nights  I  have 
been  the  victim  of  an  obscene 
phone  caller.

At  the  police  station  I  spoke 
with  an  officer  who  is.  also  a 
plainclothes  policeman  in  the 
narcotics  division,  so  I  will 
withhold  his  name.  This  officer  of 
the  law  told  me  what  the 
procedure  would  be  if  I  (or 
anyone  else)  were  to  file  a 
complaint. 

If  I  did  want  to  involve  the 
police  in  this  matter,  I  could 
either  call  or  go  to  the  station  and 


file  a  complaint,  then  a  detective 
team  that  would  be  assigned  to 
my  case  would  come  to  my  house 
and  I  would  fill  out  a  GENERAL 
CASE  REPORT.  The  top  portion 
of  this  form  asks  the  usual 
questions:  name,  age,  address, 
occupation,  telephone  number, 
etc.  etc.,  etc. 

The  lower  portion  is  dedicated 
to  the  actual  complaint 
(burglary,  obscene  calls,  etc.). 
At  this  time  I  would  be  asked  to 
describe  the  phone  calls;  what  is 
said,  the  type  of  voice — is  it  low, 
high,  old,  young,  etc.  What  are 
the  times  of  the  calls,  and  so  on, 
trying  to  establish  some  kind  of 
pattern.  If  this  is  a  chronic  caller 
who  has  a  record,  then  the  police 
can  proceed  from  there.  If  not, 
the  phone  co.  will  monitor  your 
calls.  When  the  obscene  caller 
has  been  traced  then  the  police 
will  confront  the  suspect  with 
whatever  evidence  they  have 
collected. 

If  I  wanted,  I  could  then 
prosecute.  In  this  state  the 
maximum  sentence  is  6  months 
in  prison  and  $500.00  in  fines,  for 
making  obscene  and  harrassing 
calls,  but  is  it  worth  it?  Because  if 
he  or  she  (yes,  shes  do  it  too)  only 
knew  my  telephone  number,  and 
if  I  were  to  prosecute,  then  he 
would  also  know  my  name, 
address  and  everything  else 
there  is  to  know.  And  if  this  is  his 
first  offense,  he'd  probably  get 


off  with  a  suspended  sentence. 
Not  that  I'm  advocating  the 
electric  chair  for  an  obscene 
phone  caller,  but  what  I  would 
suggest  would  be  six  months  (or 
whatever  time  it  takes  to  cure 
him/her)  of  out-patient 
psychiatric  care,  with  the  $500.00 
fine. 

The  type  of  person  who  makes 
these  calls  should  be  anybody:  a 
boy/girlfriend,  next-door 
neighbor,  a  relative,  a  bank 
teller,  or  someone  who  is  trying 
this  for  the  first  and  last  time  just 
to  see  if  they  can  go  through  with 
it.  These  people  usually  -  and  I 
stress  usually  are  not 
dangerous.  But  even  the  freaks 
have  their  own  set  of  freaks.  The 
kind  of  person  who  does  this  for  a 
"living"  is  sick.  This  is  how  he  or 
she  gets  their  sexual  kicks.  I 
guess  those  of  us  who  have 
received  these  calls  should  be 
flattered  that  the  sound  of  our 
voice  can  send  the  caller  into 
sexual  ecstasy,  but  I  for  one  am 
not  flattered,  to  say  the  least. 

The  only  immediate  solution 
that  I  can  offer  is  to  simply  hang¬ 
up  in  hopes  that  this  will 
discourage  them.  And  if 
necessary  have  your  phone 
number  changed.  But  if  the  calls 
persist,  then  contact  the 
telephone  company  and  the 
police  because  you  have  got  a 
problem.
